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PlONKBR TEACHBR of THB DBAF 

Passes Away in Washington. 
D. C, Wbdnbsday, Fbburarv 19, 
1919. 



Wednesday evening, February 19, 
a telegram was received from Wash- 
ington, D. C, which announced 
the death of Prof. Edward L. Chapin 
at 2:15 P.M. the same day. The 
news spread in town like lightning 
and caused profound sorrow, as no- 
body had been looking for his death 
so soon. Although Mr. Chapin had 
not been enjoying the best of health 
for the last two or three years, he 
was able to do the usual duties with 
as much vigor as ever until after he 
fell a victim to the influenza 
epidemic in October, from which he 
never fully recovered. From that 
time his strength began to decline 
rapidly and his gait to fail him. So 
on the 8th of February he was advis- 
ed and urged to go and consult a 
specialist in Washington, D. C, and 
also to be where his only living 
sister could be with him. 

Just before his departure he re- 
marked to a few intimate friends 
that his days were numbered and 
that there was not much hope of re- 
maining at his post very long. A 
Week later reports began to come 
in and did not give much encourage- 
ment in regard to his condition, but 
no one entertained the slightest idea 
that he was declining so rapidly. 
Hence the news was received with a 
great shock and universal sorrow. 
He was in bed two days. The last 
day he talked he asked his sister how 
long the doctor was going to keep 
him in bed. She asked him why. 
He replied, " I want to go back to 
Rotnney and my children." His 
greatest grief was that he did not 
have time to bid his friends good- 
bye before he left town. 

Mr. Chapin was born in Washing- 
ton, D. C, on March 29, 1852, being 
in the 67th year of his age. At the 
age of 12 he had a severe attack of 
scarlet fever and the attending phy- 
sician bad given him up for dead. 
A neighbor asked for permission to 
apply onion poultices to his feet. 
Permission was granted. His condi- 
tion commenced to take a turn for 
the better, but left him deprived of 
bis hearing. Thus the life of a good 
and useful man was spared for many 
years. He retained his speech and 
Was a fairly good lip-reader. He 
entered the National College for the 
Deaf (now Gallaudet College) and 
graduated with the class of 1874. 
The following year he received an 
offer from Major John C. Covell to 
teach in the deaf department of these 
schools, where his labors of love and 
ties of friendship once formed were 
never cast asunder, and will linger 
for many years to come in the me- 
mories of those who were so fortu- 
nate as to be under his instruction 
«nd to cultivate his acquaintance. 
Throughout his life " Papa" Cha- 
pin, as he was familiarly called by 
the little children, stuck to the 
theory and belief that grammar was 
the only true way to a successful 
mastery of language. There was 
nothing that Mr. Chapin hated more 
than to see a pupil deficient in lan- 
guage, and he devoted hours and 
hours in drilling the pupil in his 
Weak (>oiuts in English. " More and 
belter English ' ' was his hobby. IJke 
all human beings, his patience gave 
•Way at times, when the pupil showed 
no inclination to improve in language 
or failed to come up to expectations. 
Be it said to his credit that not a 
pupil after leaving his hands had 
anything but respect and love for 
him, for what he attempted to do for 
the pupil's welfare was often at 
the sacrifice of hisown. Not a re- 
proach against his character can be 
■aid during his long service of nearly 
•orty-four years. 

Throughout his life he never could 
be induced to do what he thought 
Was not right or to leave his poat for 
«ny purpose. Once convinced that 
he was right he stuck to the point to 
the end. He had opinions of his own, 
hut was generous to those whodilTer- 
*d from him. He was an ardent read- 
y. He subscribed for no less than a 
^pzen maga/.ines and no less than two 
yaily papers most of the time. In 
addition to this he owned a fine li- 
brary of choice and standard litera- 
*nre. A peep into it would make one 
bonder how he could have found 
*'me to re«d all the books in it, but 
^hen one gets the habit of reading 
•nd studying, he acquire* the ability

to glean from a vast number of the 
best books. A unique characteristic 
of his was that he was far-sighted, 
and could read the minds of {)ersons 
conversing with him before they 
were half-through with what they 
wanted or intended to say. 

Mr. Chapin took great delight in 
being present at all gatherings of the 
pupils, whether or not he was on the 
committee to look after them. The 
greatest and heaviest task in our 
opinion was to regularly attend 
the meetings of the Covell Literary 
Society on Saturday nights and to 
train embryo orators and debaters in 
the art of speaking. He did this 
mo.st constantly and faithfully. 

He was patriotic to the core. His 
parents made their home in Wash- 
ington. When the Civil War broke 
out, the city was full of soldiers and 
war talk, and he thus became imbued 
with the spirit through life. At the 
outbreak of the recent great Euro- 
pean war he took pride in being 
counted among the nrst in joining 
the Red Cross, in inve.sting his 
money in LibertyBonds and War Sav- 
ings Stamps, and in any other enter- 
prises to prosecute the war. His joy 
knew no bounds when our army 
under Gen. Pershing was the means 
of bringing the war lords of Germany 
to the knees of the Entente Powers, 
and finally to the signing of the 
armistice. He was a public spirited 
citizen, and his name will be found 
among contributors to many of the 
public enterprises that have been 
launched for the benefit and welfare 
of Romney, where he lived so long. 
It has been known that he more than 
once expressed the wish to make 
this town his resting place, if it had 
not been for his mother's wish be- 
fore her death that be should rest 
beside her in Washington. 

Mr. Chapin was never married. 
He kept very little secret about his 
financial affairs We regret to say 
that some of his investments turned 
out to be ill-advised. He had his life 
insured in one or two life insurance 
companies when he was young and 
the rates were low. They went into 
bankruptcy, and he lost confidence 
in them forever. A large part to 
his salary went to render comfort to 
his invalid and suffering relatives. 

Mr. Chapin was a member of 
Baptist Church in Washington. 
His funeral was held Friday after- 
noon, at the residence of his sister, 
1870 Monroe Street, and was con- 
ducted by the pastor of his church. 
His remains were laid to rest in the 
family lot in the Congressional Ceme- 
tery, where the remains of many 
illustrious men and women in our 
hi.story repose. All activities on the 
institution premises were suspended 
one hour during the funeral. Sun- 
day morning, in the course of his 
talk in the chapel, Supt. Burdette 
paid a high tribute to our departed 
teacher and co-worker. 

In conclusion we wish to say, that, 
as time passes, many of the incidents 
and sayings in the life of this worthy 
and faithful .servant of the state of 
West Virginia will be recounted, and 
that the value of his service will be 
better understood and appreciated 
beyond measure. He conducted the 
local page of W\zTahlei with an in 
terruption of less than five years and 
made it a point that the pupils 
should use its columns aa an incen- 
tive to writing good English.— Weal 
Va Tablet.

Dr. Burt's address was read by 
Mi Read, and in it ho referred to 
his acquaintance with Mr. Joel 
Kerr, who whs instrumental In 
hi inging some deaf boys to the at- 
tention of bis pastor. Rev. Dr. J. 
G. Brown and so led to the founding 
of the Institntion. Dr Burt re- 
ferred to the fact that he had come 
to the Institution only thirteen years 
after its founding, and he was 
well acquainted with all the early 
principals and trustees of the school, 
and his long tenure as Superinten- 
dent has put him in touch with 
almost all of those who have had any 
connection with the school. 

Mr. Roishou.se gave a brief re- 
sume of the early histoiy of the 
school. The first day-school for 
the Deaf in the United States was 
olflcially opened in ^eptembe^, 1869, 
in PittHt)Uigh by Dr. Brown and 
his associates. The day scliool did 
not operate to the best advantage 
of the boys and girls whom it was 
supposed to benefit, so after a six 
years' experience it was changed to 
present Institution. This was in 
the fall of 187G, and it has kept 
abreast if not in advance of the 
best of them ever since. 

Mr. Teegarden dwelt chiefly on 
the early experiences of the school 
at Turtle Creek, a period of eight 
years. There all the inoonveni 
ences of early pioneering were 
experienced. During the first few 
years of the school the teachers 
were inexperienced in the art of 
teaching— there were six at the 
time. They must have learned 
fast, for they produced the " Rain- 
drop" — each having a part — and no 
better reading for the deaf hasboen 
produced si nee then. 

Mr Nichols gave a lucid account 
of the Industrial Department of 
the school, from the time the shoe 
shop was started in 1886, until the 
present time, with four other trades 
rtddud, besides dresNmHking and 
domestic .science for the girls, 

Mr Friend in his address ex- 
plained the olvjeots of the Alumni 
Association, and what good it might 
accomplish if all graduates and. 
former pupils would pull together. 
He was earnest in hia efforts to be 
a real help and guide for those 
who are to come after. 

Mrs. Havens rendered a graceful 
and touching tribute to the memory 
of the founder of the school, Dr 
John Q. Brown. His long and 
patient efforts for the well-being of 
the school after it was onoe started, 
was touched upon, and his love and 
concern for those sheltered by its 
protecting nrnis should be impressed 
upon the minds of those now re 
ceiving the benefits of his labors 
and sacrifices, as well as upon the 
hearts of those to come in after 
years. 

InteiestiuK remarks pertaining to 
the work and value of the school in 
all its branches were made by Mr. 
Henry Bardes, Prof. Roberts and 
others. 

The poem, "The Deaf," was 
beautifully rendered by Miss Apel, 
as was the " Star Spangled Banner," 
by Mr. Rogalsky. 

After adjournment conversation 
among those from the city was en- 
joyed until a late hour. 

In connection with the happen- 
ings at the school, it is sad to report

Mr. H. L. Branson, who for the 
past 37 years had been master 
printer at the scliool and editor of 
I lie Western Pennsylvanian, had 
been granted leave of absence for 
the rest of the school term. Here- 
turned to his home in Columbus 
only last week, where he hoped to 
recuperate from a severe cold he 
had contracted late in the fall. On 
February 25th, a telegram to Supt. 
Burt announced his sudden demise. 
This the school has lost two faitli- 
fui servants in one month, Mr. 
I MoKee being the first. It will be 
hard to find a worthy successor to 
Mr Branson. His long and faith- 
ful service.rendered him most valu- 
alde to the Institution in his de- 
partment.

9th, on account of the death of Mr. 
McKee. It was interesting and de 
cidodly instructive to the lioys and 
girls, and they enjoyed the variation 
of their usual Sunday work. 

The Frat. banquet at tne Seventh 
Avenue Hotel, February 22d, from 
all reports, was a hummer. There 
were 75 partit'ipants, and besides 
the excellent viands, the afterdin- 
n"»r " flow of soul" was fervent and 
full of that fraternal spirit that 
maketh everybody happy. The 
Pittsburgh Division is certainly get- 
ting lusty, as applications for mem- 
berships continue to come in 
steadily.

Hoy was 
the first Silent n\an that ever ca- 
vorted on a major league baseball 
diamond. 

In 1888, Hoy received his first 
tryout with the Washington Nation- 
al League team, after making a big 
splash in the minor leagues, with 
the Oshkosh team of the Northwest- 
ern ciix;nit. Hoy made his debut 
l»y striking out in bis first three 
times to the plate. 

But that meant nothing in hia 
base trail career, for in the years 
that he played he gathered in a 
total of 2,233 base hits, a big bunch 
that has been hard to duplicate 
even by the greatest stars of today 
over the same period of years. He 
was in the majors for 15 years. 

Hoy starred in batting, base run- 
ning and in run getting. On ac- 
count of his affliction he never was 
a wonderful fielder, but in the last 
six years he mauaged to make bis 
average just as good as the general 
run of fielders. 

In alt the time he was in baseball 
his run getting average was .780 per 
game, which certainly is a great re- 
cord. He had an average of .298 at 
bat over a stretch of 16 years, while 
bis average for stealing bases was 
high. In bis first year he led the 
league in stealing bases. 

Hoy quit baseball in 1902. He 
likes hts job here at Goodyear and 
intends slicking here. He may 
coach the Mute ba8el>all team this 
coming summer.

Of late the snpply of teachers of 
the deaf has not been equal to the 
demand, and the dearth of teachers 
trained in this line of work is parti- 
colarly greater than ever before.

Mr. F. H. Rankin, of this city, 
has been re-appuinted a member of 
the Board of Trustees of the Michi- 
gan School for the Deaf for another 
term of six years. 

Charles F. Reams, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry IleamH, of (his olty, 
died two weeks ego of tubercuJo.'<i.'4, 
after an Itlneas extending over two 
years. iJe bad been treated in the 
RanStorinm at Howell for six 
months, but was brought home last 
August and confined to his bed up 
to bis death. Besides his parfnts 
be leaves bis wife and one daught<'r. 
Prominent men are frequently 
iOTlted to address the pupils at the 
Mi(;bi((Hn School tor the Deaf. Ttje 
latest one invited was Mr. F. W. 
Boswell, Secretary of the Vehicle 
Club, of this city, who proved him- 
self to be an interesting talker and 
held the close attention of the 
pupils. The experience was not an 
entirely new on^ to Mr. Boswell, as 
he had resided for some time at 
Columbus, Ohio, where the state 
school Is located, and also the school 
for the blind, and .Mr. Boswell 
bad been called on to give talks at 
t)oth these Institutions. He com- 
pared the deaf and the blind, giving 
the former all the best of it. He 
praised the work being done for the 
education of the deaf. He spoke 
highly of the large number of M. S. 
D. (i: '<, who are making gowl 

in int factories and ap- 

parently bndintr deafness no handi- 
cap. He complimented the ftcbooi 
on it« splendid showing in war 
work. Mr. Boswell told of the work 
of the Vehicle Clnb, and stated that 
it was the only one of its kind In the 
country, where the factories of a 
city had alt united to form a single 
elnb. 

Upon the anniversary of her hus- 
band's death, almost to the hour, 
Mrs. Grace E. Brown, widow of the 
late Thomas L Brown, left for the 
*• undiscovered country, from whose 
bourn no travel' t," on Fri- 

day morning, Ft ' ^ I4lh. Mrs 
Brown bad been ill for more than 
four years of arterio sclerosis. 
When her condition became serious 
some weekfl ago, she expressefl the 
hope that she might live nntil Feb 
ruary 14th, the date her husband 
died ten years ago, and her wish 
waa folfllled.
